' LONDON, Nov. 13.—Having seen that 
attempts dre béing made to discredit 
the accounts of Italian atrocities in 
Tripolf cabled to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World by the correspond- 
ent, Francis McCullagh, Otho von Gott- 
berg, the war correspondent of the Ber- 
lin Lokal Anzeiger, who returned his 
passes to Gen. Caneva and left Tripoli 
in disgust and horror at the same time 
McCullagh did, rather than .be forced 
tg maintain silence as to the acts he 
saw, has sent the following letter to 
the London bureau of the Post-Dis- 
patch and New York. World: 

“I saw the atrocities McCullagh saw 
and described,’”’ Von Gottberg writes. 
“My impression is that his statements 
are not strong enough. 

“Near the Esparto glass factory of 
the ,Banco di Doma at Tripoli the Ital- 
ians. burned down a native village. I 
visited the spot and saw two sick old 
vomen lying on the ground near the 
corpses of several other women and men 
who died of gunshot wounds. Further 
off was 8 ‘sick boy of 12 or 13 years. 
further off again, at the gate of the 
Italian Geld hospital, lay a young Arab 
girl. f 

“With the exception of one of the old 
women, who had a bullet wound in her 
left shoulder, these Arabs had been 
taken ill long before the aittack by the 
Turks and Arabs upon the Italian de- 
fenses and evidently could not have 
taken any part in the assault upon the 
works or in the firing on the Italian 
troops from the rear. 

“Under my eyes and with the evident 
approval of the Italian officer, some 
Italian soldiers dragged the Arab girl 
along the ground by her! legs. When 
the poor little creature’s clothes gavo 
way and exposed her body the soldiers 
only laughed and uttered ribald tre- 
marks. 

“On being reprimanded by an onlook- 
er, not an Italian—the soldiers let go 
of the giri’s legs and began pulling her 
along the ground by the arms. On 
again being told that the girl was very 
id, they left her lying on the ground. 

“The girl begged piteously for a drink 
of water. Army physicians, officers and 
soldiers looked on from the hospital 
gate. None paid heed to the sufferer. 
None gave any attention to the other 
sick persons who were dying on the 
ground before them. 

“I begged the dragoman of.one of the

“Shortly afterward I met the physi- 
cians who had promised to assist them 
nd failed to do so.

“Five men and a boy of 14 or 15 years 
had been rounded up by the solidery 
in the adjoining Arab quarter. They 
were put to death withouf any trial 
whatever. 

“It was then impossible for us to re- 
turn that night to sick Arabs for the 
ring of soldiers had been closed. Next 
morning we went out to the spot once 
more. 7 

‘‘We found all were dead. They had 
died under the shadow of the Red 
Cross. 

“I am not a philanthropist nor a pro- 
fessional humanitarian. When in time 
of war militarism and humanitarianism 
come into conflict, I am in favor of 
militarism. If a proper military court, 
acting under military law, decided that 
thousands of noncombatants should be 
shot, I should be the last man in thé 
world to quarrel with such a decision. 

But it is different when a large dis- 
trict is handed over to enraged soldiers, 
with liberty to kill any native they meet. 
That is what happened in Tripoll. 

“The death of the four sick Arabs 
made such an -impression on me that 
next aenk Oar I bs Bib wt my credentials.

Without answering Mrs. Meyer pvt 
the bottle to her lips. Staggering across 
the room she fell on a couch. She had 
drunk carbolic acid. Twenty minutes 
later she was dead. 

Mrs. Meyer was 35 years old and had 
six children. 
condition was normal until after she at- 
tended the funeral of her sister, Mrs. 
Lizzie Saeger, at Lebanon, I[ll., May 27 
last. 

At the funeral also was another sister 
who is insane and who in her few lucid 
intervals complains of an intense pain 
At the back of her head. Mrs. Meyer 
rode in a carriage with this insane sis- 
ter to and from the cemetery. 

Her sister’s suffering made a deep im- 
pression on her. “She spoke of little else 
after returning home, her husband, Al- 
fred Meyer, says. 

“One day she put her hand to the’back 
of her head and exclaimed: “I have a 
pain here, just like Sister Maggie.’’ 
This was the beginning of her mental 
decline. The delusion grew upon her 
that she was afflicted as her sister was. 

A child was born to Mrs. Meyer June 
lL. Physicians said it would never be 
mentally strong. It died Sept. 18. This

| bereavement caused Mrs. Meyer to be 


more melancholy than before. Fér a 
shart period she was in the city hospital 
observation ward. 

Recently she complained almost daily 
of the pain in her head, like her sister 
Maggie’s. About a month ago this sis- 
ter fled from her home in Belleville and 
went to the Meyer home, remaining 
there a week. The presence of the in- 
sane sister intensified Mrs. Meyer’s men- 
tal excitement. 

Physicians who examined hér said‘ she 
really had none of the symptoms of her 
sister’s brain trouble and that her ail- 
ment was imaginary.

}Woman Accused of Murder of 


Bissonette Orders Sale of Her 
Household Goods. 


MORBID BUYERS EXPECTED 


Nurse Willing to Take Stand at 
Inquest, but Not Sure At- : 
tornev Will Permit It. 


By Aesociated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—Mrs. Louise Ver- 


milya, accused of the murder of Arthur 
Bissonette, has ordered the sale of all 
of her household goods, the bulk of her 
cther personal property, and surrend- 
ered the lease of her apartments at 415 
East Twenty-ninth street. , 

The accused woman told the attend- 
ants at the county jail hospital, where 
she is a patient, that the sale of her 
belongings was\necessary to raise money 
for her defense. The owner of the build- 
ing in which she lived, it is said, de- 
manded the surrender of the lease be- 
cause of the notoriety caused by the 
police investigations. 

The keys to the apartments were 
turned over by’ Capt. Harding to Mrs.
